Builders Hot in Sympathy with
Complaints that Regulations

Injure Concrete Business.

Concrete builders are not In sympathy
with complaints- - that newly adopted build
ing codes do not gie concrete a fair
chance In competition with other build-
ing materials, just because, as an in-

stance, concrete block has been made
that didn't met the requirements of a
code when It was adopted. This haa re-

sulted In Inconvenience for the particular
persons who had a aupply of block on
hand which they couldn't dispose of ex-
cept outside the city limits.

In some cases It has been found the
code Isn't too strict, but methods were
too lax. Concrete can sand restrictions.
The manufacturers of concrete products
and those using concrete In other forms
can adjust themselves to the new condi-
tions with profit to themselves. When
conditions under which concrete Is to be
used are standardized the public will
accept the material much more readily.
Standardization la Important

Furthermore, standardization brought
about through building code regulation
puts every manufacturer and builder on
an equal basts with each other. He
needn't fear that "the other fellow" Is
going to skimp and thereby beat him In
competition.

steel tip of a rapidly moving loom
flew off and Injured an operator, so Itnougnt up a device winch would pre-
vent the tip from coming oft. 3n 1S71
I Invented a machine for making andfolding paper bags, which Is still to
use. Most of my Inventions are annll- -
ances ior ruoDer, cotton, and shoe ma-
chines, but I have also Invented steam,
hot-ai- Internal combustion, and a good
many other varieties of engines even
Including a gas turbine and a gaa rotary
engine. I just watch a machine work
for a while and try to see something
about It which could be Improved. I
ofteni succeed and sometimes am able
to work out a perfected method and pat-
ent It"
